“  METALLIFEROUS  MINES  REGULATION 
ACT  ” 

UNDER  authority  of  Order  in  Council  No.  2878, 
approved  on  the  2nd  day  of  December,  1952,  the 
following  regulations  were  made  pursuant  to  sub¬ 
section  (4)  of  section  17  of  the  “Metalliferous 
Mines  Regulation  Act,”  amending  subsection  (2) 
of  said  section  17  as  follows: — 

( 1 )  During  the  currency  of  any  agreement  exist¬ 
ing  at  the  time  these  regulations  were 
approved  between  an  employer  and  his 
employees  respecting  conditions  of  employ¬ 
ment,  an  employee  may  be  employed  above 
ground  at  or  about  a  quarry  or  metallurgical 
works  for  whatever  period  longer  than  eight 
hours  in  any  twenty-four  hours  is  necessary 
to  make  a  change  of  shift,  unless  the  em¬ 
ployment  for  such  a  period  is  specifically 
forbidden  by  the  agreement: 

(2)  After  an  existing  agreement  respecting  con¬ 
ditions  of  employment  has  expired,  or  where 
no  agreement  was  in  force  at  the  time  these 
regulations  were  approved,  an  employee 
may  be  employed  above  ground  at  or  about 
a  quarry  or  metallurgical  works  for  what¬ 
ever  period  longer  than  eight  hours  in  any 
twenty-four  hours  may  be  necessary  to  make 
a  change  of  shift,  only  in  cases  where  an 
agreement  between  employer  and  employee 
permits  it: 

(3)  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  opera¬ 
tions  to  which  Orders  in  Council  Nos.  1098 
(approved  February  21st,  1941)  and  313 
(approved  February  11th,  1949)  are  ap¬ 
plicable.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

Order  Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Occupation  of  Janitor 
AND  JANITRESS  IN  APARTMENT  BUILDINGS 

u  PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the 
Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,  ’  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “janitor”  means  and  includes 
every  employee  employed  as  janitor,  janitor-cleaner,  janitor-fireman,  janitor- 
engineer,  janitress,  janitress-cleaner,  janitress-fireman,  and  janitress-engineer  in 
apartment  buildings. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employee  employed  as  janitor  and  his 
employer. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  janitor  shall  be  fifty-five  cents  (55<0 
per  hour,  except  for  janitors  referred  to  in  section  4  (b),  (c),  and  (d)  of  this  Order. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  resident  janitor  of  any  apartment  build¬ 
ing  shall  be: — 

(a)  In  apartment  buildings  of  four  residential  suites  and  under,  at  the  rate 
of  fifty-five  cents  (55^)  per  hour: 

(b)  In  apartment  buildings  of  five  residential  suites  or  more  where  single

(d)  Where  two  or  more  janitors  are  employed  in  any  apartment  building  and 
are  resident  on  the  premises,  the  employer  shall  designate  and  record  on 
the  payroll  at  least  one  janitor  as  resident  janitor  whose  minimum  wage 
shall  be  the  rate  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  clause  (c)  hereof.  Should 
the  employer  designate  more  than  one  janitor  as  resident  janitors  and 
record  them  as  such  on  the  payroll,  the  minimum  wage  for  the  said 
janitors  shall  be  the  rate  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  clause  (c) 
hereof.  The  other  janitor  or  janitors  resident  on  the  premises  shall  be 
paid  a  minimum  wage  of  fifty-five  cents  (55^)  per  hour. 
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Deductions  which 
may  be  made. 
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Order  effective. 


Conditions  of  Labour  and  Employment 

5.  When  a  janitor  is  employed  in  any  apartment  building  and  resides  on  the 
premises,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  accommodation  provided  for  the 
janitor  is  unsuitable,  or  the  charge  or  deduction  made  for  the  accommodation  is 
unreasonable,  the  Board  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  employer  of  the  facts, 
and  may  also  give  notice  that  the  employer  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  any 
charge  or  deduction  in  respect  of  such  accommodation,  unless  and  then  only  to 
such  extent  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  and  after  receipt  of  such  notice  no 
charge  or  deduction,  unless  and  except  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  notice,  shall 
be  made  by  the  employer. 

In  cases  where  the  janitor  is  furnished  with  electricity  and  (or)  gas,  and  the 
janitor  uses  the  same,  not  more  than  the  sum  of  four  dollars  ($4)  per  month  may 
be  charged  or  deducted  from  his  wages  for  the  said  electricity  and  (or)  gas,  or, 
in  the  alternative,  meters  shall  be  installed  and  the  janitor  shall  thereupon  pay  for 
the  consumption  of  the  said  electricity  and  (or)  gas  according  to  the  said  meters. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  a  copy  of  this  Order  and  keep  it  posted  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  author¬ 
ized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  pioduce  for  inspec¬ 
tion  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions 
of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  ( a )  Every  janitor  employed  in  any  apartment  building  containing  twenty 
(20)  residential  suites  and  over  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  twenty-four  (24) 
consecutive  hours  free  from  duty  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  he  shall  be  duly 
notified  by  his  employer. 

( b )  Every  janitor  employed  in  any  apartment  building  containing  not  more 
than  nineteen  (19)  and  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  residential  suites  shall  be  given 
a  rest  period  of  eight  (8)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  he 
shall  be  duly  notified  by  his  employer. 

9.  That  Order  No.  43  (1950),  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  occupation 
of  janitor  and  janitress  in  apartment  buildings,  effective  January  1st,  1951,  is 
hereby  rescinded.
